October  31  will  be 
the  425th  anniversary  of  the  posting 
of  Luther’s  95  theses;  June  25  marks 
the  412th  anniversary  of  the  Augsburg 
Confession;  and  January  19  will  com¬ 
memorate  the  379th  anniversary  of 
the  publication  of  the  Heidelberg  Cate* 
chism-  The  year  5703  of  the  Jewish 
era  begins  on  September  11,  the  1361st 
year  of  the  Mohammedan  era  begins 
June  IS,  and  the  2602nd  year  of  the 
Japanese  era  begins  January  1* 

The  Time 

The  time  given  in  this  Year  Book 
and  Almanac  is  that  of  St  Louis, 
Missouri  (38°  38'  north  latitude,  and 
90 a  15'  west  longitude),  Central  Stand- 
dard  Time.  Add  one  hour  to  And 
Eastern  Time,  and  subtract  one  and 
two  hours,  respectively,  to  find  Moun¬ 
tain  and  Pacific  Time,

11,  will  be  visible  in  Antarctica. 

4.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  moon,  Aug. 
25-26,  wall  be  partly  visible  over  East 
Africa,  Eastern  Europe,  Western  Asia 
and  western  North  America;  entirely 
visible  over  central  and  eastern  North 
America,  South  America,  Western 
Africa  and  Western  Europe,  Dura¬ 
tion:  94  minutes. 

5.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  sun,  Sept. 
10,  will  be  visible  over  part  of  Alaska, 
Northern  Canada,  Greenland,  Europe, 
Western  Asia  and  Northern  Africa.

The  care  of  the  aged 
servants  of  God  is  a  logical  form  of 
social  security  such  as  is  generally  pro¬ 
vided  today.  “Justice  demands  it; 
honor  enforces  it;  gratitude  compels 
it;  self-respect  requires  it;  expediency 
suggests  it;  sympathy  directs  it;  re¬ 
ligion  urges  it;  obedience  enjoins  it;

OUR  CHIEF  CONCERN 

A  Message  from  the  President  of  the  Church 


It  is  with  a  sobering  sense  of  re¬ 
sponsibility  that  we  address  ourselves 
to  the  membership  of  a  great  Church 
in  a  day  when  God  is  pouring  out  Ms 
judgment  on  the  world.  Superficial 
concerns,  if  they  have  a  right  to  claim 
our  attention  at  any  time*  must  wait 
for  another  day.  In  a  time  in  which 
God  speaks  out  sharply  against  the  ex¬ 
altation  of  race,  nation*  or  class;  in 
which  He  reveals  to  us  the  evil  which 
we  have  permitted  to  flourish  and  per¬ 
haps  have  helped  to  foster  in  our  in¬ 
dustrial  civilization;  and  in  which  He 
has  made  clear  to  us  the  weakness  of 
our  all  too  secularised  churches,  it  be¬ 
hooves  us  in  the  spirit  of  deep  re¬ 
pentance  and  humility  to  inquire  after 
His  will.  Even  this  is  not  enough.  Our 
earnest  concern  must  be  to  discover 
the  way  through  which  we  can  bring 
our  civilization  and  our  religion  into 
lino  with  this  wTill  of  God. 

Since  we  have  last  written  for  these 
pages  the  world  scene  has  become  con¬ 
stantly  more  chaotic.  Ever  wider  areas 
and  an  increasing  number  of  nations 
have  been  drawn  into  the  maelstrom 
of  a  war  which  has  unleashed  all  the 
slumbering  demonic  forces  of  a  world 
which  has  turned  from  God.  A  new 
and  confusing  alignment  of  nations* 
representing  widely  different  forms  of 
government  and  ideologies,  has  taken 
place.  Our  nation  has  abandoned  neu¬ 
trality  and  hovers  on  the  very  brink 
of  an  all-out  participation  in  a  conflict 
which  even  now  has  destroyed,  in  other 
lands  and  our  own*  many  of  those 
values  and  cherished  institutions  for 
which  men  struggled  and  died  through¬ 
out  the  ages. 

In  the  midst  of  this  confusion  the 
Christian  will  need  to  hold  fast  to  cer¬ 
tain  things  which  he  knows  to  be  true 
and  abiding.  As  a  member  of  that 
community  which  we  know  as  the 
Christian  church  and  as  one  to  whom 
the  presence  of  God  has  become  real 


through  Christ  Jesus*  he  will  not 
waver  in  the  faith  which  firmly  be¬ 
lieves  that  over  the  chaos  of  our  times 
God's  spirit  broods.  He  knows  of  a 
certainty  that  God  is  able  to  bring 
order  out  of  chaos.  This  assurance  sus¬ 
tains  all  who  through  faith  in  Christ 
have  discovered  that  even  in  judgment 
the  holy  God  remains  a  God  of  love 
whose  purposes  are  born  out  of  his 
tender  mercies  and  His  long-suffering 
kindness.  To  this  faith  we  cling. 

As  followers  of  the  Christ  and  as 
members  of  His  body  we  believe  that 
the  Church  had  the  mind  of  its  Master 
when  in  soberer  days  it  declared  that 
it  would  never  again  bJess  war.  It  is 
for  this  reason  that  a  Christian  will 
be  found  daily  praying  for  a  speedy 
return  of  the  day  of  peace  to  all  men. 
As  an  individual  he  has  no  other  re¬ 
course.  Because  we  believe  in  its 
power*  we  charge  our  people  not  to 
grow  weary  in  intercessory  prayer.  As 
citizens  of  our  nation,  as  free  men, 
charged  with  the  responsibility  which 
ever  attaches  to  freedom*  we  need 
couple  our  efforts  to  our  prayers;  trust¬ 
ing  that  as  we  labor  and  pray  there 
may  yet  be  preserved  unto  us  the  bless¬ 
ings  of  peace  and  the  light  of  liberty. 

Our  concern  today  is  not  primarily 
with  our  denominational  program.  We 
go  far  beyond  that.  We  would  have 
the  membership  of  our  churches  con¬ 
cern  themselves  anew  with  the  very 
heart  of  our  religion  itself.  By  that 
we  mean  a  new,  intimate,  living  com¬ 
munion  with  that  Christ  through 
whom  we  know  God  and  in  whose  fel¬ 
lowship  alone  we  can  discover  GodTs 
will  for  ourselves  and  others.  This  is 
the  day  of  a  great  choice  for  all  of  us. 
This  choice  has  been  aptly  expressed 
by  the  theme  considered  by  the  fall 
meetings  of  our  Synods.  It  is:  "Christ 
or  Chaos.”  Somehow  we  are  convinced 
that  our  people  are  turning  with  an¬ 
guished  hearts  to  Him  who  said,  "Come 
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unto  me,  all  ye  that  labor  and  are 
heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest. 
Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of 
me:  for  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart: 
and  ye  shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls. 
For  my  yoke  is  easy,  and  my  burden 
is  light,"  Turn  unto  Him  in  new  ear¬ 
nestness  we  must.  Thus  we  will  know 
Him  again  as  the  Rock  of  Ages.  In 
Him  we  find  refuge  in  a  storm-tossed 
world. 

This  means,  however,  also  that  we 
will  need  to  take  our  stand  anew  with 
great  earnestness  and  utter  devotion 


with  His  Church,  She  has  the  word  of 
life  in  a  time  in  which  sorrow  and 
death  hold  swray.  She  has  the  word  of 
love  for  the  healing  and  reconciliation 
of  individuals  and  nations.  As  we 
yearn  for  assurance,  in  a  world  of  con¬ 
fusion,  and  for  hope,  in  a  day  of 
despair,  we  make  our  choice.  We  take 
our  stand  with  Christ  and  His  Church, 
To  discover  His  will  shall  be  our  chief 
concern.  That  we  may  receive  grace  of 
Him  to  live  according  to  His  will,  shall 
be  our  most  earnest  prayer,

SYMBOLISM  IN  THE  CHURCH 

By  A.  Ruth  Gise 


“A  symbol  is  a  story  by  a  familiar 
sign  that  may  be  read  at  a  glance” 
is  the  excellent  definition  given  by  F, 
R,  Webber,  an  authority  on  church 
symbolism.  Ralph  Adams  Cram,  who 
has  made  wide  use  of  symbols  in  the 
cathedrals  and  churches  that  he  has 
built,  has  given  a  further  explanation : 
“Through  the  symbol  man  lays  hold, 
though  doubtfully,  on  the  fringes  of 
Reality  itself.  All  the  highest  impulses 
and  emotions  we  have  are  expressible 
only  through  symbolic  agencies,  Man 
lives  by  symbols,  and  If  those  that  are 
just  and  veracious  are  taken  from  him 
he  will  invent  others,  hut  these  are 
always  thin,  poor,  ugly,  and  without 
significance,  in  that  they  are  made  to 
order  by  ingenious  though  ignorant 
mechanicians,  and  do  not  lay  hold  on 
ultimate  things  - ,  ,  Symbolism  has  its 
danger,  and  that  is  that  in  degenerate 
times  the  symbol  may  be  taken  as  the 
very  thing  symbolized.  This  is  what  is 
meant  by  idolatry,” 

True  it  is  that  men  live  by  symbols. 
Industries  have  their  trademarks,  civic 
and  fraternal  organizations  have  their 
insignia,  schools  and  colleges  have 
their  seals,  and  nations  have  their 
flags  and  emblems;  all  to  arouse  and 
hold  loyalty  to  a  certain  cause  and 
purpose.  Also,  within  the  Christian 
Church  do  we  possess  a  rich  heritage 


of  symbolism  of  great  significance. 
From  the  beginning  of  time  God  has 
used  symbols  to  teach  His  great 
Truths,  In  the  Garden  of  Eden  the 
serpent  became  the  symbol  of  Sin  when 
Adam  and  Eve  ate  of  the  Tree  of 
Knowledge;  and  the  flaming  sword  of 
the  angel  represented  the  authority  of 
God  (Gen.:  chs,  2-3),  After  the  flood, 
God  used  a  symbol  to  seal  His  promise 
to  perpetual  generations,  4T  do  set  my 
l)mo  in  the  clouds,  and  it  shall  be  for 
a  token  of  a  covenant  between  me  and 
the  earth”  (Gen.  9:  12-17),  Tradition 
tells  us  that  when  blood  was  sprinkled 
on  the  doorposts  of  the  Israelites  in 
Egypt  as  a  sign  to  save  the  first-born, 
it  was  in  the  form  of  the  Tau  Cross. 
Symbols  under  the  direction  of  the 
Lord  wTere  used  abundantly  in  the  He¬ 
brew  tabernacle,  finally  reaching  their 
height  in  Solomon's  temple, 

Jesus  himself  taught  constantly  in 
figurative  or  symbolic  language,  and 
following  the  example  of  Him  who 
said,  "I  came  not  to  destroy  but  to 
fulfill,”  the  first  Christians,  who  were 
also  Hebrews,  retained  many  of  their 
customs  as  the  basis  for  the  religious 
practices  of  their  Christian  faith.  Con¬ 
sequently,  much  of  Christian  symbol¬ 
ism  can  be  traced  back  to  the  Hebrew 
religion.  Later,  during  the  days  of 
persecution,  the  early  Christians  used 
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symbolism  freely  in  the  catacombs. 
Within  more  recent  years  there  has 
come  a  revival  in  church  symbolism 
after  its  having  been  crushed  by  the 
extreme  Puritan  movement  of  the 
Reformation  Period, 

The  center  of  all  Christian  worship 
is  the  Holy  Communion  established  by 
Christ  at  the  Last  Supper  on  the  night 
before  He  was  crucified.  The  Bread 
and  Wine  of  the  Communion,  in  most 
Protestant  Churches  symbols  of  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  Christ,  are  placed 
upon  the  Communion  Table  or  Altar, 
Through  the  ages  the  altar  has  been 
a  place  upon  which  men  have  offered 
a  sacrifice  to  their  God,  Noah  was  the 
first  on  record  to  erect  an  altar  {Gen. 
8;  20),  The  Hebrews  had  two  altars: 
the  golden  altar  for  the  incense  sym¬ 
bolized  "the  devotion  of  the  soul,  whose 
nourishment  is  of  a  finer  nature,"  and 
the  bronze  altar  of  the  burnt  offering 
for  the  animal  sacrifice,  symbolizing 
"the  body,  which  fed  on  flesh."  In  He¬ 
brews  13  Paul  refers  to  Christ  as  the 
altar,  and  in  1  Corinthians  10  he  ap¬ 
plies  the  idea  of  the  altar  as  the  table 
of  the  Lord  to  the  Communion  meal. 
The  Protestant  altar  today  is  symbolic 
of  the  sacrifice  made  on  Calvary  as 
foretold  in  the  Last  Supper.  Usually 
the  altar  has  a  tomb-like  shape  because 
it  originated  in  the  days  when  the  per¬ 
secuted  Christians  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion  upon  the  tombs  of  the 
martyrs  in  the  catacombs. 

Around  the  altar  and  Holy  Commu¬ 
nion  have  developed  other  symbols. 
Among  the  Hebrews  the  Passover,  or 
Pasch,  upon  which  the  Holy  Commu¬ 
nion  was  established,  was  represented 
by  a  spotless  Iamb,  By  His  supreme 
sacrifice  upon  the  Cross,  Jesus  became 
the  Paschal  Lamb  of  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  <1  Peter  1:  19),  Therefore,  the 
lamb  has  become  the  symbol  of  the 
Saviour  ("sacrifice  without  blemish"), 
and  also  the  symbol  of  modesty,  inno¬ 
cence  and  meekness.  In  religious  art, 
grapes  signify  the  wine,  or  the  blood 
of  Christ;  and  the  wheat  signifies  the 


bread,  or  body  of  Christ,  Likewise, 
the  chalice  may  he  used  to  represent 
the  cnp  of  wine. 

Upon  the  altar  may  be  a  cross,  an 
empty  cross,  reminding  us  that  Christ 
had  been  crucified,  but  that  now  He  is 
alive  forevermore.  There  are  said  to 
be  over  400  forms  of  the  cross,  about 
fifty  of  which  are  used  in  Christian 
symbolism.  The  one  used  upon  the 
altar  is  the  Latin  Cross,  sometimes 
containing  the  letters  IHS,  the  abb  rev  i- 
tion  for  the  Greek  name  IHE0Y2, 
meaning  Jesus, 

The  use  of  candles  in  services  of 
worship  dates  back  into  the  early  his¬ 
tory  of  the  Hebrews  (Ex.  25:  31-37), 
The  seven  lights  as  used  by  the  He¬ 
brews  are  said  to  have  represented  the 
seven  planets  which  were  regarded  as 
the  eyes  of  God,  capable  of  beholding 
everything.  The  light  in  the  center, 
which  was  especially  distinguished, 
signified  the  sun  as  chief  of  the  planets. 
In  the  Christian  Church  the  custom 
of  using  light  for  purely  liturgical  pur¬ 
poses  goes  hack  to  the  year  420  when 
St  Jerome  wrote,  "It  is  the  custom 
through  all  the  churches  of  the  East, 
that  when  the  Gospels  are  read,  lights 
are  kindled  though  the  sun  is  already 
shining,  not  indeed  to  dispel  darkness, 
hut  to  exhibit  a  token  of  joy  and  that, 
under  the  figure  of  bodily  light,  that 
light  may  be  set  forth  of  which  we 
read  in  the  psalter,  Thy  word  is  a 
lamp  to  my  feet  and  light  to  my 
paths’."  Lighted  candles  are  placed, 
therefore,  upon  the  altar  as  an  expres¬ 
sion  of  Christian  joy,  for  the  candle 
itself  symbolizes  Jesus,  the  Light  of 
the  World,  The  flame  represents  the 
divinity  of  Christ;  the  wa&,  Christ's 
pure  body;  the  wick ,  His  soul.  Two 
candles  upon  the  altar  symbolize  the 
two  Persons  of  Christ,  or  the  Incarna¬ 
tion,  Christ  the  Son  of  God  and  Christ 
the  Son  of  Man, 

The  chancel  railing  also  had  its  ori¬ 
gin  in  the  early  history  of  religion. 
Its  original  purpose  was  to  separate 
the  worshipper  from  the  Sanctuary, 
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Among  the  Hebrews  only  the  priests 
were  permitted  in  the  Holy  of  Holies, 
and  in  the  early  Christian  Church  only 
priests  and  their  attendants  were  per¬ 
mitted  in  the  sanctuary  beyond  the 
chancel  railing.  In  many  Protestant 
churches  this  railing  is  retained,  but 
the  opening  in  the  center  or  at  the  end 
gives  anyone  the  right  to  approach  the 
altar  itself  within  the  chancel. 

When  paraments  are  used  they  are 
changed  from  time  to  time  because  the 
color  varies  with  the  seasons  of  the 
Church  Year.  Colors ,  too,  can  be 
traced  back  to  the  days  of  the  Hebrews. 
They  were  employed  in  the  Jewish 
ritual  of  the  temple  and  synagogue, 
just  as  they  are  used  in  churches  to¬ 
day,  to  express  certain  spiritual  truths 
and  emotions.  The  Levi  deal  colors 
were  gold,  blue,  purple,  scarlet,  white. 
The  Christian  Church  uses  five  liturgi¬ 
cal  colors ,  White,  the  only  liturgical 
color  until  the  fourth  century,  signi¬ 
fies  innocence,  glory,  joy,  purity,  Ked, 
green  and  black  were  added  during  the 
years  intervening  up  to  the  13th  cen¬ 
tury.  Red,  symbolic  of  fire  and  blood, 
indicates  fervent  charity  and  sacrifice. 
Green,  the  hue  of  nature,  the  color  of 
fields  and  trees,  expresses  hope  of  eter¬ 
nal  life.  Black,  the  color  of  death,  de¬ 
notes  mourning.  It  was  a  hundred 
years  later  before  violet  was  perma¬ 
nently  accepted  as  a  liturgical  color. 
It  became  the  penitential  color,  denot¬ 
ing  the  sorrow  of  the  contrite  heart, 
and  humility.  Violet  is  used  during 
both  Advent  and  Lent, 

The  use  of  numbers  throughout  Bib¬ 
lical  history  makes  an  interesting 
study.  The  number  40  is  an  outstand¬ 
ing  example:  "I  will  cause  it  to  rain 
40  days  and  nights";  "Moses  was  in 
the  mountain  40  days  and  nights"; 
"Israel  walked  40  years  in  the  wilder¬ 
ness”;  "The  time  Solomon  reigned  was 
40  years”;  “Jesus  was  40  days  in  the 
wilderness  tempted  of  Satan.”  In 
church  symbolism  seven  numbers  have 
special  significance.  One  means  only 
one  God,  indicated  in  the  use  of  only 


one  church  spire  pointing  to  the  one 
true  God,  Two  is  the  number  of  In¬ 
carnation,  representing  the  two  natures 
of  Jesus.  This  may  be  noted  in  the 
use  of  two  candles  on  the  altar  or  two 
spires  upon  the  church.  Three  is  the 
symbol  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  as  used 
in  the  equilateral  triangle,  three  circles 
(the  circle  being  emblematic  of  the 
idea  of  eternity),  the  trefoil,  fleur-de- 
lys,  the  shamrock,  or  again,  the  three 
bases  of  the  altar  cross,  three  steps 
leading  to  the  altar,  three  arches  or 
windows  in  one  unit  of  architecture. 
Four  is  the  man-number,  referring  to 
the  four  seasons  of  the  year,  the  four 
elements  of  earth,  air,  fire,  and  water, 
and  the  four  directions  of  the  earth — 
north,  east,  south,  and  west.  Ftpo 
means  sacrifice,  calling  attention  to 
the  five  wounds  of  Jesus*  body  while 
hanging  on  the  cross.  Seven  is  called 
the  number  of  perfection  because  it  is 
the  sum  of  four,  the  man-number,  and 
three,  the  God-number  (Holy  Trinity). 
Seven  is  used  also  many  times  through¬ 
out  the  Scriptures:  God  consecrated 
the  seventh  day;  the  seventh  year 
among  the  Jews  became  the  sabbatical 
year;  the  Jewish  candlestick  had  seven 
branches.  Again,  in  Revelation,  St. 
John  writes  of  the  seven  churches,  the 
seven  candlesticks,  the  seven  spirits, 
etc.  Twelve  is  the  symbol  of  the 
Church,  the  Christian  church  having 
been  founded  upon  the  twelve  Apostles. 
This  may  be  seen  sometimes  in  church 
architecture  in  the  use  of  pillars  hold¬ 
ing  up  the  walls  of  the  church  build¬ 
ing. 

The  placing  of  flowers  upon  the 
altar  is  also  of  ancient  origin.  Flowers 
have  a  definite  purpose  besides  being 
decorative,  for  they  are  the  emblem  of 
spiritual  joy.  Some  individual  flowers 
possess  special  significance  in  religious 
symbolism.  The  rose  is  one  of  the 
Nativity  symbols,  taking  its  meaning 
from  IsaiahTs  prophecy  of  the  joyful 
flourishing  of  Christ’s  kingdom;  "And 
the  desert  shall  rejoice,  and  blossom

Symbolism  in  the  Church 

( Concluded  from  page  32} 

as  the  rose.”  The  rose  is  common  in 
Gothic  wood  carving.  The  poinsettia 
is  believed  to  have  the  same  meaning. 
The  Easter  lily  is  the  symbol  of  our 
Lord's  Resurrection,  as  well  as  of 
purity.  The  hurst  pomegranate  also 
symbolizes  the  Resurrection,  the  power 
of  our  Lord  who  was  able  to  burst  the 
tomb  and  come  forth  alive.  It  also  has 
been  used  to  represent  royalty,  hope, 
future  life,  and  fertility.  It  was  used 
on  the  robes  of  Aaron  (Ex.  28:  33-34), 
There  are  countless  other  symbols 
used  in  the  various  forms  of  religious 
art,  only  a  few  of  which  we  can  mem 
tion  in  this  article.  The  palm  branch 
tells  us  of  Christ's  triumphal  entry  in¬ 
to  Jerusalem.  It  is  also  the  universal 
symbol  of  martyrdom  (Rev.  7:  9), 

The  olive  branch  means  peace,  recon¬ 
ciliation,  The  triangle  and  circle  inter¬ 
woven  expresses  the  idea  of  the  eter¬ 
nity  of  the  Three  Persons  and  of  the 
Divine  Essence.  The  crown  not  only 
signifies  victory  for  the  King  of  Kings, 
but  also  expresses  the  thought  that  we 
may  receive  the  'crown  of  life*  as  pro¬ 
nounced  in  James  1:  12,  1  Peter  5:  4, 
etc.  The  anchor  stands  for  immovable 
firmness,  patience,  hope.  It  is  one  of 
the  oldest  of  all  symbols  of  our  Saviour, 
having  originated  in  the  days  of  the 
catacombs,  and  its  imagery  is  taken 
from  Hebrews  6:  19.  It  is  always 
shown  in  the  form  of  a  cross.  A  cross , 
an  anchor ,  and  a  heart  are  the  usual 
symbols  of  Faith,  Hope  and  Charity. 
The  sioord  means  martyrdom  by  vio¬ 
lent  death.  The  dove  represents  the 
Spirit  of  God  as  it  descended  upon 
Jesus  at  His  baptism.  The  ship ,  origi¬ 
nally  the  ark,  symbolizes  the  Church, 
tossed  by  the  stormy  waves  of  persecu¬ 
tion,  heresy,  and  schism.  The  san  has 
reference  to  the  prophecy  of  Malachi 
4 ;  2.  The  star  may  be  used  with  three 
different  meanings;  the  six-pointed  star 
represents  creation;  the  eight-pointed 
star,  man's  regeneration;  the  five- 


pointed  star  is  the  star  of  Jacob  which 
refers,  in  turn,  to  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  (Num.  24;  17;  Rev.  22:  16). 
This  star  is  the  proper  symbol  of  our 
Lord's  Epiphany,  referring  to  the  visit 
of  the  Wise  Men  which  is  celebrated 
annually  on  January  6th. 

The  fish  is  a  very  interesting  sym¬ 
bol.  In  the  early  days  when  Christians 
were  in  danger  of  being  persecuted, 
they  used  the  word  or  drew  the  pic¬ 
ture  of  a  fish  to  make  known  to  their 
friends  that  they  were  Christians.  The 
five  letters  that  spell  the  word  fish  in 
Greek  are  the  first  letters  in  our  Lord's 
title,  "Jesus  Christ,  Son  of  God,  Sav¬ 
iour.”  The  fish,  rather  than  the  cross, 
was  used  because  the  cross  was  too 
easily  understood  by  their  enemies. 
The  fish  also  suggested  waterf  and  it  is 
through  the  waters  of  baptism  that  all 
persons  alike  become  members  of  the 
Christian  Church.  Then,  too,  Jesus 
told  his  disciples  that  they  were  to  be¬ 
come  "fishers  of  men.” 

A  few  sacred  monograms  are  in  com¬ 
mon  use.  A  and  ,  Alpha  and  Omega, 
the  beginning  and  the  ending  (Rev,  1: 
8),  are  the  first  and  last  letters  of  the 
Greek  alphabet.  In  addition  to  the  IHS 
already  mentioned,  XP,  the  Chi  Rho 
symbol,  is  among  the  most  ancient 
monograms  referring  to  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  It  consists  of  the  first  two  let¬ 
ters  of  the  word  "Christ”  in  Greek, 
XPTXTOX-  It  is  sometimes  called  the 
Cross  of  Constantine,  and  may  be  writ¬ 
ten  in  combined  form,  ^  or  X- 

The  spiritual  atmosphere  within  a 
church  is  basic  to  divine  worship.  One 
of  the  means  of  creating  this  atmos¬ 
phere  is  through  symbolic  beauty  in 
architecture,  paintings,  sculpture,  or 
stained  glass.  The  sole  purpose  of 
church  symbolism  is  to  lead  the  wor¬ 
shipper's  thoughts  to  God.  It  is  our  sin¬ 
cere  hope  that  the  reader  may  have 
gained  a  clearer  understanding  of  the 
meanings  of  the  symbols  of  the  Church, 
and  in  that  new  understanding  may  be 
brought  closer  to  God  in  the  worship 
of  the  sanctuary. 
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THE  CURSE  OF  GAMBLING

The  head -bookkeeper  of  one  of  the 
banks  with  which  I  do  business  has 
just  come  back  to  town  after  an  ab¬ 
sence  of  two  months.  But  he  has  come 
back  under  the  custody  of  the  County 
detective,  and  his  address  at  present 
is  the  County  Prison.  When  he  fled, 
the  newspapers  announced  that  the 
bank  funds  which  he  handled  were 
short  by  $307,000.  By  his  own  con¬ 
fession,  wre  know  that  most  of  this 
amount  was  spent  on  the  •'horses"  over 
a  period  of  eight  years. 

But  this  man  is  not  a  criminal  as 
we  use  the  wrord  in  the  popular  sense. 
He  was  a  respected  citizen  and  had 
many  friends.  His  joh  kept  him  occu¬ 
pied  five  and  one^half  days  a  week. 
His  interest  in  horse-races  was  not  the 
interest  of  a  sportsman;  he  very  sel¬ 
dom  witnessed  a  horse-race.  Bui  he 
was  motivated  by  the  ever-growing  de¬ 
sire  of  modern  man  "to  get  something 
for  nothing.”  In  his  confession  he 
stated  "I  started  in  a  small  way  as  a 
race  horse  bettor.  Unfortunately,  my 
losses  became  greater  and  the  amounts 
I  took  increased  from  time  to  time." 
But  this  labels  his  conduct  under  the 
head  of  gambling,  America's  greatest 
vice. 

BETTING  AND  “BOOKIES” 

Today,  commercialized  gambling  ex¬ 
ceeds  all  other  rackets  in  the  scope  of 
its  menace.  It  is  conservatively  esti¬ 
mated  that  we  in  America  spent  about 
four  billions  annually  cm  horse-race 
betting  alone.  A  half-billion  of  this 
sum  is  wagered  at  the  race-tracks; 
three  times  that  amount  is  illegally 
wagered  in  poolrooms  and  handbooks 
far  from  the  t racks.  Get  the  signifi¬ 
cance  of  that;  A  half-billion  legally 
played,  three  times  that  amount 
handled  by  gangsters  and  criminals 
who  defy  the  lawT  in  their  operations. 

Mr.  H,  N,  Pringle,  who  is  more 
familiar  with  gambling  in  America 


than  any  other  man,  estimates  that 
the  "Bookie”  racket  costs  the  Ameri¬ 
can  people  annually  $2, 100, 000,000  di¬ 
vided  among  57,750  men  who  are  asso¬ 
ciated  with  this  illegal  business.  They 
include  book-makers,  pari-mutuel  oper¬ 
ators,  publication  and  sales  of  291  "tip- 
sheets,”  turf  exchanges,  wd re-tappers, 
crooked  tipsters,  specialists  in  turf 
swindles,  and  500  telegraph  and  tele¬ 
phone  employees. 

CARNIVALS 

But  the  vice  of  gambling  is  not  con¬ 
fined  to  betting  on  the  "horses.”  One 
Monday  last  summer,  a  commercialized 
Carnival  came  to  our  community. 
Within  thirty  minutes  after  the  gates 
were  opened  we  discovered  eleven  dif¬ 
ferent  varieties  of  gambling  booths  in 
operation,  including  a  very  popular 
"rat-game.”  It  would  have  been  bad 
enough  if  the  customers  w*ho  crowded 
around  these  booths  "would  have  had 
to  face  only  Lady  Luck.  But  even  a 
casual  observation  revealed  the  accom¬ 
panying  factors  of  the  racket.  Balls 
were  loaded,  rats  were  trained,  sur¬ 
faces  were  not  level,  rings  were  heavy 
on  one  side,  stool-pigeons  wTere  playing 
for  the  Company — all  these  were  aulte 
evident  if  one  used  his  mental  powers 
at  all.  And  yet  men,  women  with 
babies  in  their  arms,  college  and  high 
school  students,  and  aged  couples  lin¬ 
gered  for  hours  around  these  dens  of 
vice  hoping  to  "get  something  for 
nothing”! 

Following  protest,  these  places  were 
all  closed  after  the  first  night.  Before 
the  Carnival  left  town  the  managers 
complained  that  they  had  lost  thou¬ 
sands  of  dollars  during  the  week  be¬ 
cause  we  wTould  not  permit  these  de¬ 
vices  to  operate.  And  some  of  the 
customers  complained  because  they 
thought  that  ive  had  violated  the  "Bid 
of  Rights.”  What  a  sad  commentary 
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on  the  moral  principles  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  public! 

LUMBERS 

At  one  of  our  Church  camps,  the 
writer  discovered  a  Junior  High  School 
girl  who  was  able  to  come  to  Camp 
only  because  she  had  won  a  “Bank 
Night*'  prize  at  the  “movies”  in  her 
small  community.  She  told  me  that 
most  people  in  her  neighborhood  go 
to  the  “movies”  on  Wednesday  night, 
even  though  not  interested  in  the  pic¬ 
ture,  because  that  is  “Bank  Night”  and 
they  do  not  want  to  miss  a  chance  "to 
get  something  for  nothing/' 

“Bank  Night”  is  part  of  a  larger 
gambling  practice  known  as  the  "Num¬ 
bers,1 '  a  grubby  graft  which  is  spread¬ 
ing  its  operations  over  the  country 
like  a  pestilence.  In  Washington  it  is 
estimated  that  every  third  person 
plays  the  numbers  at  some  time  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  and  the  record  of  New 
York  and  other  large  cities  is  no  bet¬ 
ter.  The  whole  traffic  is  controlled  by 
racketeers,  and  their  agents  are  to  be 
found  in  every  urban  block  and  Tural 
hamlet  It  is  a  lottery,  pure  and  sim¬ 
ple,  in  which  the  bet  is  on  the  number 
“turned-up”  by  some  event  of  the  day, 

Mr.  Pringle  estimates  that  we  spend 
$750,000,000  annually  on  the  “num¬ 
bers”;  and  that  this  traffic  includes 
35,000  men  who  serve  as  number-game 
managers,  helpers,  ticket  sellers  and 
publishers  of  60  “tip-sheets”  for  steer¬ 
ing  away  from  winning  numbers  play¬ 
ers  whose  fiat  purses  contain  only 
pennies. 

PUNCH  BOARDS 

The  punch  board  is  a  gambling  de¬ 
vice  designed  to  appeal  to  our  chil¬ 
dren.  It  appears  in  the  corner  drug 
store,  or  grocery,  or  may  be  sent 
through  the  mail.  The  amount  of  prize 
money  involved  varies  from  $5.00  to 
$100.  Catchy  names  are  used  as  titles: 
Bonus  Board ,  Seven  Come  Eleven , 
$lluer  Jackpot,  The  Gold  Pot ,  Capital 
Treasury ,  etc.  The  margin  of  profit  on 


these  boards  varies  from  50  to  200  per 
cent.  One  of  the  meanest  thieves  is 
the  penny  punch  hoard,  which  some 
unscrupulous  candy  dealers  have  placed 
in  stores  much  patronized  by  children. 
These  devices  not  only  rob  them  of 
their  pennies,  but  instil  in  them  the 
fever  for  gambling. 

Mr.  Pringle  estimates  that  the  an¬ 
nual  bill  for  punch  boards  and  pull 
cards  amounts  to  $300,000,000,  which 
goes  to  the  6,000  employees  of  98  fac¬ 
tories  and  jobbers,  3500  traveling  sales¬ 
men,  and  150,000  operators, 

GAMBLING  IS  SIN 

“Gambling  is,  first,  gain  without 
merit,  and  secondly,  gain  through  an¬ 
other's  loss,”  said  Herbert  Spencer. 
Gambling  is  risk,  but  risk  is  not  gamb¬ 
ling.  The  love  of  adventure  Is  one 
motive  for  gambling,  but  it  is  adven¬ 
ture  perverted  in  its  expression.  It  is 
also  folly  because  Lady  Luck  is  not 
blind.  The  “sucker”  never  gets  an 
even  break  at  the  tracks,  or  in  any 
other  gambling  scheme.  It  is  fool's 
odds,  and  justifies  the  amusing  remark 
of  a  racing  man  that  the  tracks  were 
maintained  “not  to  improve  the  breed 
of  horses,  but  to  skiu  the  breed  of 
asses.” 

But  gambling  is  more  than  all  this: 
it  is  sin ,  Canon  Peter  Green  of  Eng¬ 
land  summarizes  bis  indictment 
against  gambling  by  saying:  1.  It  is 
sin  against  God.  2,  It  is  sin  against 
self,  3.  It  is  sin  against  our  neighbor. 
4.  It  is  sin  against  society. 

The  truth  is  that  most  gamblers  are 
dissatisfied  people;  they  have  failed  to 
build  a  philosophy  of  contentment. 
There  are  few  gamblers  among  the 
men  and  women  who  have  stimulating 
tasks,  whose  hobbies  exercise  their 
minds  and  bodies,  who  have  friends 
and  affection.  The  gambler  owns  a 
restless  soul;  and  his  very  search  for 
peace  destroys  his  peace,  unsettles  his 
character,  and  brings  black  despair 
upon  his  soul. 
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FIFTY  YEARS’  SERVICE 
IN  THE  MINISTRY  OF  HEALING

[ Editor's  note;  We  reprint,  here,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  tribute  to  a  consecrated  veteran 
deaconess  of  our  Church  with  the  thought 
that  her  devotion  may  he  the  challenge 
which  will  lead  other  young  women  into 
a  life  of  service  for  Christ  and  Hie 
Church ,] 

Emerson  once  said,  “An  institution 
is  but  the  lengthened  shadow  of  a 
man.”  Those  who  have  watched  the 
development  and  growth  of  the  Evan¬ 
gelical  Deaconess  Home  and  Hospital 
know  well  how  our  institution  is  the 
lengthened  shadow  of  a  man  and  a 
woman.  On  April  21,  1891,  a  nineteen 
year  old  maiden  entered  the  newly 
established  Evangelical  Deaconess 
Home  and  Hospital,  whose  life  wras  to 
impress  itself  indelibly  upon  all  whose 
life  she  was  to  touch.  Undoubtedly  the 
entrance  to  our  hospital  was  accom¬ 
panied  with  a  measure  of  anxiety,  a 
heart  filled  with  hopeful  expectations, 
as  with  halting  step  she  surveyed  a 
strange  world,  wondering  what  the  fu¬ 
ture  held  in  store  for  her,  a  fervent 
prayer  on  her  lips  that  she  would  not 
falter  in  her  purpose,  nor  fail  in  the 
attainment  of  her  objectives. 

This  young  woman  first  saw  the 
light  of  the  world  in  the  farm  home  of 
her  parents,  Christian  Gerhold  and 
Carolina,  nee  Stanger,  in  Shelby 
County,  Illinois,  on  July  23,  1871.  On 
August  27  of  the  same  year  this  infant 
was  baptized  by  Rev.  Matthias  Galster, 
and  received  the  name  Katherine  Mag¬ 
dalena.  On  April  18,  1886  (Palm  Sun¬ 
day),  this  girl  with  promise,  was  re¬ 
ceived  into  the  full  communion  of  the 
Christian  Church,  in  St,  Paul’s  Evan¬ 
gelical  Church,  Tower  Hill  (Dollvllle), 
Illinois,  through  the  solemn  rite  of 
confirmation,  the  Rev.  0,  Bleibtreu 
officiating. 

With  her  brothers  and  sisters  Kath¬ 
erine  Magdalena  developed  into  young 
womanhood  in  the  normal,  though 
rugged  life  of  a  farm  home  in  pioneer 


days.  Anecdotes  of  her  childhood  give 
ns  a  splendid  understanding  of  how 
she  prepared  herself  for  later  days. 
Katherine  Magdalena  was  very  fond 
of  horses  and  is  reported  to  have  been 
expert  in  bare-hack  riding.  Nellie  was 
her  favorite  steed,  until  she  slowed 
down,  then  without  hesitancy  she  took 
to  Topsy,  whose  speed  had  not  abated. 
Beautiful,  romantic  woodland  sur¬ 
rounded  her  country  home,  hemmed  in 
by  rail  fences  and  crossed  by  a  creek. 
The  setting  wras  perfect  for  an  adven¬ 
turesome,  red-blooded  girl,  and  served 
her  purpose  as  w-ell  as  an  arena  or 
the  hurdles  on  a  modern  estate. 

From  time  to  time  this  sturdy  young 
woman  would  take  her  younger 
brother  for  a  horse  back  ride,  and, 
while  she  sat  astride  of  her  mount,  she 
would  compel  her  brother  to  sit  side¬ 
ways,  so  that  he  could  conveniently 
slip  off  when  the  occasion  demanded 
hurried  dismounting.  On  one  such  an 
occasion,  her  brother,  now  Rev.  George 
S,  Gerhold,  held  on  so  well,  that  both 
riders  were  thrown  from  their  mount 
when  the  horse  reared.  We  have  heard 
of  kings  being  thrown  from  their 
chargers  with  painful  regularity; 
surely  “Queens"  may  indulge  in  such 
sport  likewise,  without  suffering  pain¬ 
ful  indignity. 

But  despite  the  fact  that  Sister  Mag¬ 
dalena  has  been  reported  as  an  excel¬ 
lent  horsewoman,  it  must  not  be  con¬ 
cluded  that  she  lacked  the  finer  senses 
of  an  adolescent  girl.  Indeed,  she  pos¬ 
sessed  a  physical  flaw!  Alas!  how  it 
annoyed  her.  The  idea  that  a  girl  of 
her  pulchritude  should  have  a  lovely 
face  decorated  with  horrible  freckles 
was  entirely  against  all  the  innate 
vanity  that  fills  the  heart  of  every 
girl;  with  the  poet  Ray  she  must 
often  have  cried:  “By  the  pulchritude 
of  their  souls  make  up  what  is  want- 
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mg  in  the  beauty  of  their  bodies." 
Upon  the  kindly  advice  ol  her  gracious 
mother  Sister  Magdalena  bathed  her 
face  with  water  from  a  hollow  stump. 
But  when  she  attempted  to  apply  this 
same  remedy  to  her  brother  John 
Henry,  he  demurred  and  said:  “If  God 
gave  you  freckles  He  wants  you  to 
wear  them."  Nor  were  freckles  the 
only  concern  that  filled  the  heart  of 
our  beloved  friend.  Indeed  she  was 
endowed  with  the  heavenly  gift  of  min¬ 
istering  to  the  needy  and  poor  from 
her  earliest  youth. 

A  poor  family,  liv¬ 
ing  on  an  adjoining 
farm,  needed  help. 

For  pastime  Sister 
Magdalena  went 
regularly  to  the 
home,  and  as  the 
need  arose,  did  the 
family  washing,  tid¬ 
ied  up  the  house 
and  made  herself 
generally  useful.  Be¬ 
cause  of  the  poverty 
in  this  home,  our  be¬ 
loved  Sister  always 
took  her  lunch,  so 
that  the  children  of 
this  poor  household 
should  not  want  for 
bread.  On  one  occa¬ 
sion,  however,  she 
rushed  to  her  duties 
of  love  and  mercy  without  the  essen¬ 
tial  physical  provision.  One  of  the 
youngsters  of  the  Gerhold  home  raced 
after  her,  crying,  “Oh,  Kate!  Oh,  Kate  I 
Here  is  your  lunch!”  The  neatly 
wrapped  package  contained  cornbread, 
pickles  and  meat,  still  favorite  edibles 
on  her  bill  of  fare,  that  must  have 
contributed  much  to  her  health, 
strength  and  physical  well-being. 

With  such  a  background  our  good 
Sister  was  well  prepared  for  the  ar¬ 
duous  labors  which  awaited  her  when 
she  entered  her  chosen  vocation,  in 
answer  to  the  heart  desire  of  her 
Christian  mother,  whose  chief  ambi¬ 


tion  for  her  children  was  that  some 
should  dedicate  their  lives  to  the  min¬ 
istry  of  healing  and  others  to  the  gos¬ 
pel-ministry.  Sister  Magdalena,  in  def¬ 
erence  to  her  mother's  wish,  and  with 
a  true  desire  to  become  a  servant  of 
her  Lord  among  His  least,  entered  the 
Deaconess  work,  while  her  brother 
George  entered  Elmhurst  College  and 
Eden  Theological  Seminary,  and  after 
successfully  passing  his  examinations, 
was  ordained  a  Christian  minister.  In 
later  years  Sister  Rosina  Gerhold  en¬ 
tered  the  Evangeli¬ 
cal  Deaconess  Hos¬ 
pital  to  be  trained 
as  a  Deaconess  for 
the  work  begun  at 
Lincoln,  Illinois, 
which  institution 
she  served  faithfully 
until  she  was  trans¬ 
lated  into  life  where 
u There  will  be  no 
death  any  longer, 
nor  any  grief  or  cry¬ 
ing  or  pat  n;  and 
where  God  Himself 
will  wipe  every  tear 
from  their  eyes” 
(Revelation  21:  4.) 
How  that  mother's 
heart  must  have  re¬ 
joiced  when  two  of 
her  loving  daughters 
consecrated  them^ 
selves  to  the  life  of  the  healing  min¬ 
istry! 

After  the  experiences  common  to  the 
life  of  every  novice  in  all  vocations, 
Sister  Magdalena  settled  down  to  her 
task  in  all  earnestness.  That  she  re¬ 
sponded  well  to  the  discipline  of  the 
institution  and  to  the  instruction  of 
her  superiors,  is  wTell  demonstrated  in 
the  success  of  her  later  life.  For  after 
all  only  those  will  succeed  best  who 
know  how  to  follow  consecrated  leader¬ 
ship,  One  of  her  happy  reminiscences 
of  this  early  period  in  her  training 
was  that  the  first  patient  she  nursed 
was  none  other  than  our  late  Super in- 
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tendent,  Rev.  F,  P.  Jens,  D.D.,  then  the 
young  minister  of  Christ  Evangelical 
Church  at  Maplewood  (Benton  Sta¬ 
tion),  Missouri;  who  had  been  afflicted 
with  a  glandular  ailment,  and  came  to 
the  new  hospital  for  surgical  correc¬ 
tion.  In  the  providence  of  God,  these 
two  consecrated  souls  later  became 
intimately  associated  in  the  dual 
leadership  of  the  Evangelical  Dea¬ 
coness  Hospital,  No  history  of  our 
work  will  ever  be  written  without 
their  names  appearing  as  a  golden 
thread  throughout  its  pages. 

The  course  of  a  true  servant  of  the 
Lord  does  not  always  run  smoothly; 
nor  was  the  path  of  our  venerated 
Sister  always  strewn  with  roses.  But 
since  she  had  dedicated  her  life  unto 
the  Lord,  she  was  always  ready  to  fol¬ 
low  His  directions,  and  with  single- 
minded  purpose  she  carried  on  until  at 
last  she  achieved  her  life’s  aim.  With 
the  poet-philosopher  Carlyle  she  must 
often  have  reasoned:  "Our  grand  busi¬ 
ness  is  not  to  see  what  lies  dimly  at 
a  distance,  but  to  do  what  lies  clearly 
at  hand."  Whatever  the  mountain-top 
experiences,  (surely  there  were  many 
during  these  blessed  fifty  years)  the 
valley  always  lay  yawning  just  ahead. 
But  mountain-top  or  valley,  Sister 
Magdalena  never  failed  "to  do  what 
lies  clearly  at  hand." 

On  July  22,  1892,  the  Board  of  Direc¬ 
tors,  in  answer  to  an  appeal  from  Rev. 
Carl  F.  Sturm,  Sr.,  D.D.,  sent  the  new 
Deaconess  to  Emmaus,  at  Marthasviile, 
Missouri,  where  she  was  placed  iu 
charge  of  the  woman’s  division  in  the 
home  for  epileptics.  She  was  recalled 
to  the  Deaconess  Hospital  on  Decem¬ 
ber  3,  1896,  to  assume  the  duties  of  the 
Sister  Superior,  as  successor  to  Sister 
Superior  Katherine  Haaek,  who  had 
offered  her  resignation.  Dark  days 
loomed  ahead,  for  a  crisis  had  dis¬ 
turbed  the  harmony  and  tranquillity  of 
the  comparatively  new  institution. 
Anyone  with  a  timid  spirit  might  have 
faltered  and  been  frightened  away 
from  a  task  so  great  as  that  which 


awaited  our  beloved  Sister  Superior. 
However,  with  a  steady  hand,  a  stout 
heart  and  a  calm  spirit  she  went  to 
work  steadying  the  affairs  of  her  be¬ 
loved  hospital  until  the  spirit  of  peace 
once  more  pervaded  its  corridors. 

Then,  in  answer  to  an  appeal  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Deaconess 
Hospital  at  Lincoln,  Illinois,  and  in 
consideration  of  her  friend  Rev.  G. 
H,  F.  Niebuhr,  who  was  at  that  time 
the  Superintendent  of  the  institution 
as  well  as  its  founder.  Sister  Magda¬ 
lena  entered  that  hospital  on  Septem¬ 
ber  9,  1903,  to  help  this  organization 
get  the  right  start-  After  nine  months 
of  faithful  service  in  this  work,  she 
again  returned  to  her  first  love,  where 
she  presided  over  her  duties  as  be¬ 
comes  a  devoted  Sister  Superior;  as  a 
"mother"  to  the  novices,  whose  hearts 
were  often  burdened  with  the  serious 
malady  of  homesickness*  a  friend  of 
many  disheartened  patients,  and  coun¬ 
selor  to  many  young  physicians,  who 
until  this  day  love  her  for  the  ma¬ 
ternal  interest  she  revealed  in  their 
welfare.  For  thirty-nine  years  this 
faithful  servant  of  God  ministered  to 
His  needy  and  poor  in  a  true  spirit  of 
self-abandonment  and  selflessness.  On 
September  1,  1930,  she  retired  from 
these  heavy,  active  duties  and  the 
burdensome  responsibilities  which  had 
rested  on  her  shoulders  for  almost  four 
decades. 

But  if  there  are  any  who  believe 
that  our  Sister  folded  her  hands  and 
lamented  the  fact  that  she  could  no 
longer  carry  on,  let  them  be  disillu¬ 
sioned,  With  that  rugged  individual¬ 
ism,  which  she  had  inherited  in  her 
childhood  and  adolescent  years  in  the 
farm  home  at  Shelby  County,  Illinois, 
Sister  Magdalena  could  not  retire  from 
a  work  that  had  become  flesh  and 
blood  to  her.  Aside  from  such  duties 
that  make  her  a  familiar  figure  in 
banking  circles  and  the  shopping 
marts  of  the  city  of  Saint  Louis,  she 
can  be  seen  daily  and  every  night, 
moving  quietly  among  the  patients  on 
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tlieir  beds  of  pain,  soothing  a  fevered 
brow,  speaking  a  word  of  prayer,  offer* 
ing  a  word  of  Scripture  for  the  com¬ 
fort  of  the  forlorn,  and  scattering 
cheer  in  the  remotest  comer  of  the 
wards,  or  in  the  brightest  spots  of  the 
costliest  private  rooms  in  our  hospital. 
How  the  patients  love  her  I  How  mani¬ 
fold  and  happy  are  her  experiences 
with  the  sick!  In  every  nook  and 
corner  of  the  wide  spaces  of  the  city 
of  Saint  Louis,  the  writer  has  found 
those  who  have  been  consoled  by 
"Sister  ‘Mary-Magdalena/  that  sister 
with  the  auburn  hair/1  How  they  sing 
her  praises! 

As  an  example  of  her  incomparable 
service  to  the  sick,  we  offer  just  one 
outstanding  illustration.  On  a  recent 
visit,  this  angel  of  love  and  mercy  en¬ 
tered  the  room  of  a  patient  who  oper¬ 
ates  a  tavern.  His  spiritual  life  had 
been  neglected  so  long,  that  he  actually 
believed  that  his  soul  had  overcome  all 
desire  for  the  heavenly  manna.  After 
some  preliminary  words,  Sister  Magda¬ 
lena  asked  this  lonely,  un spiritual  man 
whether  he  would  permit  her  to  read 
to  Mm  from  the  Holy  Scriptures.  Upon 
being  answered  in  the  negative,  she 
pursued  with  the  Question:  "May  I 
pray  for  you?”  Again  a  negative  re¬ 
sponse  caused  her  to  inquire  further 
whether  she  could  sing  some  spiritual 
songs  to  him.  When  rebuffed  once 
more,  she  quietly  asked  whether  he 
would  permit  her  to  sit  at  his  bed-side. 
Overcome  by  such  persistent  solicitude, 
the  patient  softened  and  replied,  "Yes, 
Td  love  it.” 

Without  inquiring  into  his  private 
affairs,  the  patient  finally  revealed  his 
past  to  the  good  sister,  stating  that  he, 
too,  had  been  a  member  of  a  church, 
that  his  parents  had  been  Christians, 
but,  that  he  could  no  longer  enter  a 
church  consistently,  since  people  would 
wonder  why  he  should  wish  to  asso¬ 
ciate  himself  with  church  members. 
Firm  in  her  convictions  that  no  man 
can  ever  be  wholly  content  in  life  un¬ 
less  he  gives  his  soul  into  the  keep¬ 


ing  of  God,  Sister  Magdalena  said  in 
answer  to  this  man's  own  statements: 
"If  I  wanted  to  drink  a  glass  of  beer, 
I  should  come  to  your  tavern  to  get  it. 
If  you  were  earnest  in  your  desire  to 
give  your  life  to  God,  you  should  and 
would  go  to  church.  Why  can't  you 
come  to  my  church?”  The  patient  work 
of  this  servant  of  God  finally  broke 
down  all  resistance  and  this  man  ex¬ 
pressed  his  highest  regard  for  her  to 
his  attending  physician. 

A  sketchy  tribute  must  of  necessity 
leave  many  things  unsaid.  With  John, 
who  authenticated  the  ministry  of 
Jesus,  in  the  Gospel  which  bears  his 
name,  we  are  tempted  to  say:  " There 
are  many  other  things  that  Jesus  did, 
so  many  in  fact  that  if  they  were  all 
written  out,  I  do  not  suppose  that  the 
world  itself  would  hold  the  books  that 
would  have  to  he  written .”  (John  21: 
25.)  If  space  permitted,  we  too,  could 
write  about  many  more  things  that 
occupied  the  busy  life  of  our  beloved 
Sister,  But  whatever  the  happiness 
and  joy  she  shared  with  multitudes  of 
people  whose  lives  she  touched:  what¬ 
ever  the  pain  and  sorrow  of  those  who 
came  to  the  Evangelical  Deaconess 
Hospital  for  aid  and  surcease  during 
these  busy  years  of  active  service: 
whatever  the  successes  or  failures  in 
her  own  life,  or  of  her  sister  cowork¬ 
ers,  physicians,  or  in  the  care  of  pa¬ 
tients,  Sister  Magdalena  never  forgot 
"the  one  thing  needful.” 

When  reminded  of  the  nobility  of 
her  character,  the  tremendous  strides 
made  under  her  leadership,  with  that 
of  our  beloved  Superintendent  of 
blessed  memory,  or  the  untiring  ser¬ 
vice  she  rendered  to  the  least  of  the 
Lord's  children,  she  always  responds 
in  a  spirit  of  true  humility,  so  becom¬ 
ing  to  the  Lord's  own :  "God  is  able  to 
provide  you  with  every  blessing  in 
abundance  so  that  you  will  always 
have  enough  for  every  situation T  and 
ample  means  for  every  good  enter¬ 
prise”  (2  Corinthians  9:  8.)  Then  as 
an  afterthought  she  never  fails  to  add 
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the  beautiful  words  of  Paul,  the  great 
champion  of  our  resurrected  Lord:  “It 
is  Chris  Vs  love  that  controls  me,  for 
I  have  become  convinced  that  as  one 
hos  died  for  all,  all  have  died ,  and  he 
died  for  all  that  those  who  live  might 
no  longer  live  for  themselves ,  but  for 
Him  who  died  for  them  and  rose 
again”  (2  Corinthians  5:14.)  Finally, 
she  never  fails  to  exult  in  her  Lord  in 
the  words  of  the  Psalmist:  uNot  unto 
us,  0  Lord ,  not  unto  ns,  but  to  Thy 
name,  give  honor;  because  of  Thy 
kindness ,  because  of  Thy  faithfulness .** 
(Psalm  115:  1.) 

If  the  life  of  an  individual,  faithful 
and  true,  could  be  summed  up  by  one 
act  or  deed,  it  would  be  contained  in 
one  passage  of  Scripture,  which  has 
been  preached  through  the  ages,  In 
which  is  contained  that  act  of  Mary 
when  she  anointed  Jesus  unto  His 
burial,  in  the  home  of  Simon  the  leper, 
Mary  loved  her  Lord  so  much  that  she 
counted  no  gift  too  costly  to  be  offered 
to  Him.  Mary  was  soundly  condemned 
and  criticized  for  her  love-act,  but  Je¬ 
sus  came  to  her  defense  with  those 
never  to  be  forgotten  words:  uWhy  do 
you  bother  the  woman  f  It  is  a  fine 
thing  that  she  has  done  to  me.  For  you 
ahvays  have  the  poor  among  you ,  but 
you  will  not  always  have  me.  In  potir - 
ing  this  perfume  on  me  she  has  done 
something  to  prepare  me  for  burial , 
I  tell  you,  wherever  this  good  news  is 
preached  all  over  the  tcorld,  what  she 
has  done  will  also  be  told  in  memory 
of  her  "  (Matthew  26:  10-13.) 

Sister  Magdalena  gave  herself  vicari¬ 
ously  into  the  service  of  God  and  her 
fellow-man.  There  were  days  of  trial, 
to  be  sure;  there  were  those  who  were 
disgruntled  with  her  services  because 
she  was  so  human;  there  were  others 
who  betrayed  her  confidence,  much  to 
their  regret  and  remorse,  we  are  sure; 
some  condemned  and  criticized  her, 
and  sought  to  offend  in  their  indiffer¬ 
ence,  ruled  by  the  ideologies  and  the 


spirit  of  the  world;  but  Sister  Mag¬ 
dalena,  in  the  spirit  of  " other worldli- 
ness”  steadfastly  set  her  face  toward 
her  goal,  ever  realizing  that  nothing  is 
gained  when  nothing  is  ventured,  and 
that  only  those  who  are  painfully  and 
shamelessly  inactive,  will  never  be  con¬ 
demned,  or  criticized,  and,  will  never 
meet  opposition. 

All  who  have  had  the  privilege  of 
wording  with  her,  love  her  as  a  co¬ 
worker  in  His  kingdom;  they  know, 
too,  her  spirit  of  earnestness  and  fair¬ 
ness;  she  never  asked  those  under  her 
direction  to  do  anything  that  she 
would  not  do  herself.  On  this  privi¬ 
leged  occasion,  when  we  may  rejoice 
with  her  in  the  celebration  of  her 
Golden  Jubilee,  we  unite  hands  and 
hearts  in  extending  cordial  good 
wishes  and  heartfelt  congratulations. 
As  God  has  blessed  her  in  the  past,  so 
may  He  bless  her  in  the  eventide  of 
her  day ;  and,  though  the  shadows  may 
be  lengthening,  yet  we  know  that  her 
spirit  has  not  abated  in  its  youthful- 
ness,  and,  we  are  assured  that  no  task 
would  bring  fear  to  her  heart  and  she 
would  still  offer  herself  heroically  in 
every  good  deed,  except  that  fifty  years 
of  faithful  service  did  leave  their 
marks* 

We  know  that  she  is  in  full  accord, 
as  she  takes  a  backward  glance,  with 
the  spirit  of  Paul,  Christ’s  great  cham¬ 
pion,  who  said:  “I  beseech  you ,  ther  e- 
fore ,  brethren ,  by  the  mercies  of  Oodt 
to  present  your  bodies  a  living  sacri¬ 
fice,  holy ,  acceptable  to  God,  which  is 
your  reasonable  service”  (Homans  12: 
1.)  How  well  did  the  poet-preacher 
Isaac  Watts  understand  the  sacrificial, 
selfless  life  when  he  sang: 

“Were  the  whole  realm  of  nature  mine, 
That  were  a  present  far  too  small: 
Love  so  amazing,  so  divine, 

Demands  my  soul,  my  life,  my  all.”

THE  GREAT  GUEST

Years  ago  I  was  told  a  Chinese  story 
which  I  shall  retell  to  you,  with  the 
setting  as  I  pictured  it  when  I  heard 
it 

A  temple  stood  on  the  top  of  a 
cliff  that  towered  above  a  winding 
river.  The  vines  that  hung  from  the 
cliff,  and  the  bushes  and  trees  that 
grew  about  the  temple,  helped  to  make 
the  place  a  picture  of  peace  and  beauty 
against  the  sky. 

The  priests  probably  loved  the  Quiet 
of  their  home  and  the  simple  life 
which  they  led.  It  must  have  been  a 
lonesome  life,  however,  for  the  small 
boy  who  dressed  like  the  priests  and 
lived  with  them  as  an  apprentice, 

I  can  picture  the  little  lad  as  he  sat 
on  a  low  step  outside  the  temple  door 
listening  with  respect  to  the  wTise 
teachings  of  the  old  priest,  or  hurry¬ 
ing  here  and  there  to  do  his  bidding. 
His  steps  often  lagged  as  he  climbed 
the  steep,  winding  path,  with  two 
buckets  of  water  carefully  balanced 
from  the  flat  stick  on  his  shoulder. 
Now  and  then  he  set  the  buckets  down 
for  a  while,  and  as  he  rested,  he  looked 
from  under  the  shadow'  of  his  hand  as 
far  as  he  could  see  along  the  river 
path  that  led  to  the  city.  He  always 
hoped  to  see  temple  guests  arriving. 
These  occasional  guests  made  life  more 
interesting  for  him,  and  they  often 
brought  small  gifts  to  the  temple. 

“We  shall  have  a  very  important 
guest  soon,"  the  old  priest  told  the  boy 
one  day,  "so  we  must  clean  the  temple 
well,  and  have  everything  in  readiness 
for  him." 

The  boy  was  much  excited  and 
worked  earnestly  and  happily  to  have 
his  share  of  the  tasks  done  well,  but 
as  soon  as  possible,  so  that  he  might 
go  out  on  the  edge  of  the  hill  and 
wratch  for  the  great  guest. 

"He  is  coming!  The  great  guest  is 
coming!",  the  little  apprentice  cried, 
as  he  ran  into  the  temple  one  day. 


The  man  who  was  arriving  wore  a 
gown  of  fine  silk,  and  shoes  of  black 
velvet  upon  his  feet.  Behind  him  were 
several  servants  carrying  gifts  of  food 
and  money  for  the  priests,  and  incense 
and  candles  for  the  temple.  The  boy 
was  delighted  and  listened  eagerly  to 
the  conversation,  as  he  hurried  about 
pouring  boiling  water  on  the  tea  leaves 
in  the  tiny  cups  and,  when  they  were 
emptied,  filling  them  up  again.  He 
heaved  a  deep  sigh  of  satisfaction  as 
he  watched  the  man  and  his  servants 
start  down  the  path  again,  then  looked 
up  with  surprise  as  the  old  priest 
spoke, 

"That  was  not  the  great  guest,"  said 
the  old  priest. 

The  boy  watched  again,  whenever 
he  had  time,  and  at  last,  a  few  days 
later,  a  procession  wound  slowly  up 
the  steep  hill.  There  were  finely 
dressed  ladies  and  children  in  sedan 
chairs  following  the  official  who  came 
this  time.

After  the  temple  apprentice  had 
watched  the  departing  guests  for  a 
while,  he  raised  his  eyes  to  the  face 
of  the  old  priest.  But  the  old  man 
was  looking  at  the  sky,  and  not  at  the 
river  path.  “That  was  not  the  great 
guest,”  he  said. 

During  the  next  few  days  no  guests 
came  to  the  temple*  Then  as  the  boy 
scanned  the  road  below,  he  saw  one 
man  coming  in  that  direction.  He  w~as 
disappointed  to  see,  wrhen  the  person 
was  near  enough,  that  he  was  just  an 
ordinary  man  and  evidently  very  poor. 
His  faded  trousers  were  rolled  above 
the  knees  showing  legs  that  were  much 
too  thin*  His  jacket  was  patched  with 
many  small  pieces  of  cloth,  so  that  one 
could  hardly  tell  what  the  original 
cloth  was  colored. 


The  guest  paused  often  on  his  way 
up  the  bill,  as  though  his  strength 
were  scarcely  equal  to  the  climb*  At 
last  he  reached  the  top,  and  he  smiled 
faintly  at  the  boy  as  he  paused  again 
to  rest  before  entering  the  temple* 
Then  he  walked  slowly  toward  the 
temple  steps,  ascended,  and  after  a 
pause  went  inside*  From  the  inside 
pocket  of  his  jacket  he  drew  a  handful 
of  copper  coins  which  he  laid  upon 
the  altar.  The  old  priest  watched 
silently  as  the  poor  man  made  his 
bows  and  departed  at  once,  but  he 
looked  after  him  tenderly  as  the  guest 
walked  down  the  path.  Then  the  priest 
turned  slowly  to  the  little  apprentice. 

“That  one  wfas  the  great  guest,”  he 
said*  “He  gave  all  that  he  had*” 

I  believe  that  the  Chinese  who  k?iow 
and  understand  a  story  of  that  kind 
can  learn  to  know  and  understand 
Christ.
